Greenwood Conservation Commission 


This was the first year for the Greenwood Conservation 
Commission (GCC). 


Here is a list of the projects and/or initiatives we undertook in 2019: 


1. Address the trash concerns at the picnic area along Rt. 26 on 
North Pond and across from the Transfer Station by removal of 
the fire pits where much trash was disposed of, installation of 
signs asking people to take their trash with them, and periodic 
trash reconnaissance at the site by GCC members; 


2. Organized and carried out the annual Greenwood spring 
roadside trash clean-up along numerous roads in our town; 


3. Sponsored a free bird identification workshop led by naturalist 
Paul Mott at Maggie’s Nature Park last spring; 


4. Organized the annual trail maintenance of Maggie’s Nature 
Park; 


5. Planted a daylily garden along the south side of the Greenwood 
Town Hall; 


6. Developed pages on the Greenwood web site focusing on 
conservation issues and resources; 


7. Initiated review of street lighting for Greenwood with the 
possibility of converting from high-energy-use sodium lights to 
energy conserving LED lights. These LED lights would cost the 
Town about on one-third less per year.

Dear Neighbors, Residents, and Tax Payers, 


Thank you for the opportunity to serve as your Sheriff. As our agency prepares to enter 
the new decade, we look back at 2019 as one of our busiest and most challenging years. Not only 
did our county wide calls for service increase, but we also struggled, as most law enforcement 
agencies have, with attracting and retaining qualified law enforcement professionals. 


This past year, the Oxford County Sheriff’s Office has worked hard to rebuild the agency 
after trying times. To our agency’s credit, I want you to know that my staff handled the year’s 
challenges with dedication and professionalism. The work that they do each day with crime 
prevention, drug intervention, and jail services is often overlooked. I am proud to tell you that 
even in difficult times, the men and women of the Sheriff’s Office have continued our mission to 
proudly serve and protect our neighbors in Oxford County. 


Looking forward to 2020, I feel confident many of our challenges are in the past. We 
have plans to improve our visibility and response times by utilizing our substations in 
Brownfield, Rumford, and Bethel. Additionally, we have plans to convert our current jail 
facilities from a 72-hour holding facility back to a full-service operation. This will allow the 
county to restore local control and save our taxpayers money. Our agency has begun partnership 
with Central Maine Community College’s Law Enforcement Program to recruit and train future 
law enforcement professionals. Through this new partnership, we have sent instructors and have 
successfully hired five patrol and corrections personnel. We hope that this will serve as a 
promising pathway to address some of the hiring challenges in Western Maine. 


As I begin my 29" year of service to Oxford County, my commitment to service and to 
meeting the challenges of law enforcement in rural Maine have never been stronger. Again, 
thank you for the opportunity to serve as your Sheriff, and I look forward to the progress that our 
agency will make in the coming year.

Responsible Pet Care of Oxford Hills, Inc. is a non-profit, 501-C3 organization that provides a no-kill 
shelter for homeless cats and dogs located at 9 Swallow Road in Paris. We are equipped to provide 
treatment and shelter for 100 felines and 20 dogs. All cats and dogs are adopted into approved homes for 
reasonable adoption fees, All are spayed/neutered, vaccinated, tested and flea treated. In 2018, we adopted 
out or returned to owners nearly 700 cats and dogs from our shelter. 


“RPC” has agreements with the Towns of Norway, Paris, Oxford, Otisfield, Woodstock, West Paris, 
Greenwood, Hebron, Buckfield, Mechanic Falls, Poland, Gilead, Milton Township and Bethel to take 
strays. We accept owner surrender cats and dogs when cage/kennel space allows, as well as transfers from 
other shelters. 


¢ Did you know? One unspayed female cat is capable of producing 20+ kittens per year for most of 
her life, female kittens start reproducing as early as 6 months of age, and siblings will breed. This 
is why it is so important to spay, neuter and report strays to the animal control officer. 

e Did you know? Each time a dog gives birth to puppies it takes two years off her life. When you 
purchase a puppy, be conscious of where it comes from. Do not support “puppy mills”. In 
“puppy mills”, female dogs are bred too often, puppies may be sold too young and dogs may be 
kept inhumanely. They may be sick or become sick. Be very careful if you purchase a pet on line. 

e Did you know? It is unlawful to sell a puppy or kitten before the age of 6 weeks. It is also 
required that a breeder and/or pet dealer provide the buyer of the puppy or kitten with a written 
disclosure indicating their history, including healthy records. ; 


Please contact us for resources for low cost spay and neuter for dogs and cats. Currently, we do have grant 
monies available to assist with the cost for qualifying applicants. The State of Maine FIX ME spay/neuter 
program in Augusta issues certificates at a cost of only $10 for cats and $20 for dogs. These certificates are 
for income qualifying residents of Maine only. Responsible Pet care will cover these fees to qualifying 
individuals, which essentially means free spay/neuter! RPC also has grants to assist owners with the cost 
of spaying and neutering their pets that do not qualify for FIX ME. To contact FIX ME, 800 367-1317, to 
contact RPC 743-8679. 


Dog licenses are due each year by January 1. Cats are required by law to be vaccinated for rabies. There is 
rabies present in our area, so vaccination is very important. If your dog gets lost and is wearing the dog 
license tag or other identification, there is a very good chance that he will be returned to you. The cost to 
register your dog is $6.00 if spayed/neutered and $11.00 if not. If you do not license your dog by January 
31, there is a late fee of $25.00 per dog. “RPC” urges all pet owners to make sure pets are identified by ID 
tag, dog license tag and microchip if possible so that pets may be returned if lost. Responsible Pet Care 
sponsors rabies vaccinations clinics in January and September. For more information regarding those 
clinics please call us at 743-8679. Also, if you are missing your pet, please call both your animal control 
officer.

The combining 
and individual non-major fund financial statements have been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

PACE Paramedic Service, a Department of Stephens Memorial 
Hospital is proud to be able to present you with a description of 
ambulance service for your Annual Town Report. 


In 2019, PACE responded to a total of 3802 calls, 60 of which 
were in in your town. Our average response time for the calls in 
Greenwood in 2019 was 12 minutes. PACE continues to stage a 
Paramedic Level Crew in our Northern District 24 hours / day, 7 
days / week. We are regularly out the door and on our way to 
calls in less than one minute with a minimum of three Paramedic 
Level Crews on duty at all times. 


PACE continues to maintain a very close relationship with the 
fine group of professionals on the Greenwood Fire Department 
and enjoys being able to work and train with the Fire Fighters 
whenever possible. The Greenwood Fire Department is also a 
Maine EMS Licensed First Responder Service and we appreciate 
their help on calls whenever they are able to go along with us. It 
is this sort of neighbor helping neighbor relationship that is the 
foundation for care across rural Maine. 


The early days of the COVID-19 Pandemic certainly strained our 
crews here at PACE as it did with EMS Systems throughout our 
fine Country. With guidance and training from Maine EMS, the 
Regional EMS Office, the Maine CDC, and Stephens Memorial 
Hospital we have learned much! As I report to you now, I can 
assure you that we are prepared to face this horrible threat head 
on and continue to deliver the highest level of care available. 
There continues to be legitimate fears in our community, which 
we certainly understand. Throughout the County, and even in 
our area, we have seen these fears lead to some tragic 
circumstances. I would urge you not to hesitate to call 911 if you 
feel that you, a loved one, or neighbor needs help. PACE and 
Stephens Memorial Hospital are just as ready and able to care for 
you now as we have ever been. Much has changed, but not our 
first priority - Your safety and wellbeing.

Please let me provide you with a recap of the 128" Legislature as well as my hopes for the upcoming 129 

Legislature, which began its work in December, 2018. 


During my time as a member of the Maine Senate, I have been encouraged to see the significant progress 
that has occurred. The State of Maine closed the fiscal year that ended on June 30, 2018 with a budget 
surplus of more than $126 million and a ‘rainy day fund’ totaling more than $274 million, allowing our 
state to have a better borrowing capacity and long-term financial stability. After many years of budget 
shortfalls and high spending, the significance of these economic achievements cannot be overstated. 
Maine’s unemployment is at an all-time low, and the state’s jobless rate has been below four percent for a 
record length of time. 


Perhaps the most significant action the 128" Legislature took was passing tax conformity. With the 
passage of that legislation, we ensured that Maine citizens would not see their tax burden increase as a 
result of the federal changes to the tax code. Additionally, the tax conformity legislation included a $300 
child credit and increased the property tax fairness credit. I am incredibly proud that both sides of the aisle 
came together on this issue to benefit the Maine people. : 


The 129" Legislature has many issues to tackle, including adequate funding of our schools and ensuring 
that our young people have the skills necessary to enter the workforce. I ama strong supporter of 
vocational schooling and will advocate that technical education be widely available.

I hope this letter finds you well. It is an immense honor to serve as your representative in Congress. I take very 
seriously the responsibility that has been placed on me, and I would like to take this opportunity to share with 
you some of what I’ve been working on in my first year in Congress. 


At the beginning of this term, the House passed H.R. 1, a comprehensive package of reforms I cosponsored to 
get big money out of politics and fight corruption in Washington. And in December, I helped pass H.R. 3, the 
Lower Drug Costs Now Act, which would limit out-of-pocket prescription drug costs paid by seniors, fund the 
expansion of Medicare coverage to include dental, vision, and hearing, and lower prescription drug prices for 

- thousands of Mainers. Additionally, as a member of the House Armed Services Committee, I worked to ensure 
our annual defense authorization bill supports America’s national security and Maine’s shipyard workers, 
National Guardsmen, manufacturers, and universities. 


On top of working on this legislation, I have also been advocating for our district directly to administrative 
agencies. I have been fighting for Maine lobstermen to urge the president to intervene in proposed regulations 
_ by the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) that would hurt our lobster industry. I 
pressed government agencies to ground their regulations in sound science and data when crafting new 
regulations on Maine’s lobstermen. I also persuaded the Army Corps of Engineers to hold a public hearing in 
Maine about the proposed Central Maine Power NECEC transmission line, which gave — of people the 
opportunity to voice their opinions about the project. 


Some of the most important work of members of Congress is rooted in on-the-ground constituent services. We 
have three offices in the district - in Caribou, Bangor, and Lewiston -- and my staff work tirelessly to help 
Mainers solve problems they may face with federal government agencies. I urge you to stop by to talk to us in 
person and let us know how we can better serve you and your communities. 


My favorite part of the job is coming home to the district and hearing about what matters to you. This year, I 
brought a hearing of the House Small Business Subcommittee on Contracting and Infrastructure to Maine to 
find ways to expand access to rural broadband. I’ve also held open town halls and coffee hours throughout the 
district to hear directly from Mainers veterans, as well as roundtables to find more ways to help small 
businesses in Maine grow and create jobs. 


As always, please continue to reach out to me and my staff if you’d like to voice an opinion, let us know about a 
local event, or seek any assistance with federal agencies.

As 2019 ends and 2020 begins, I am pleased to report that Congress made progress on a number of issues important to Maine 
families despite the polarization in our country. 


In a major win for surviving military and retiree spouses to whom we are deeply indebted, I was proud to co-lead the repeal of 
what is often referred to as the “Military Widow’s Tax,” an unfair offset of survivor benefits that has prevented as many as 
67,000 surviving spouses—including more than 260 from Maine—from receiving the full benefits they deserve. 


The high cost of health care and prescription drugs continues to be a top issue for families and seniors. To provide continued 
relief for more lower- and middle-income individuals, I led the charge to extend for another two years the medical expense tax 
deduction that I included in the 2017 tax law. Without this extension, nearly 20,000 Mainers and millions of Americans with 
high medical expenses, including many with preexisting conditions, would have faced an increased tax burden. In other good 
news, the CREATES Act I cosponsored became law. It will prevent pharmaceutical companies from blocking access to a 
sufficient supply of brand-name drugs needed for the studies that allow less expensive alternatives to enter the marketplace. 


Improving people's health and wellbeing remains my priority. On a per capita basis, Maine has the highest incidence of Lyme 
disease in the country. In August, I held a Senate hearing at the University of Maine’s Tick Lab on this growing public health 
crisis. A comprehensive public health strategy to combat this epidemic is needed, and the new law I authored will do just that. 


In addition, I helped champion another $2.6 billion increase for the National Institutes of Health, our nation’s premiere 
biomedical research institution, including significant boosts for Alzheimer’s disease and diabetes research. Last year, NIH 
funded more than $111 million for research at 14 Maine institutions. 


To help prepare the graduates of Maine Maritime Academy, I secured $300 million for a new training ship, which will ensure 
rigorous instruction for MMA students for decades to come. 


Significant federal funding was approved for work at Bath Iron Works and Portsmouth Naval Shipyard. Funding appropriated 
by Congress will pay for three new destroyers, make a down payment on an additional ship, and finance infrastructure 
improvements at PNSY. 


As Chairman of the Transportation and Housing Appropriations Subcommittee, I have led efforts to improve our nation’s 
crumbling infrastructure and ensure that Maine’s housing needs are addressed. For Maine’s roads, bridges, airports, and 
seaports, tens of millions in federal funding will help make urgently needed upgrades and improve safety. Funding will also 
support housing assistance to low-income families and seniors and aid communities in reducing homelessness among our 
youth. The Community Development Block Grant program will assist numerous towns and cities in our State. 


The Aging Committee I chair has continued its focus on financial security for our seniors. A new law I authored will make it 
easier for small businesses to offer retirement plans to their employees. Our Aging Committee’s Fraud Hotline fielded more 
than 1,200 calls this year. Congress passed a new Iaw to crack down on robocallers who are often the perpetrators of these 
scams. And a new law I authored will expand the IRS’ Identity Protection PIN program nationwide to prevent identity theft tax 
refund fraud. 


At the end of 2019, I cast my 7,262nd consecutive vote. In the New Year, I will keep working to deliver bipartisan solutions to 
the challenges facing Maine and the nation. If ever I can be of assistance to you, please contact one of my state offices or visit 
my website at www.collins.senate.gov.

We’re fortunate to have the University of 
Maine’s top-notch researchers exploring cutting-edge ways to use our forest resources, including capitalizing 
on the rise of 3D printing technology with the world’s largest 3D printer. Combining this work with ongoing 
federal support, our vast forests, and Maine’s dedicated workforce, I know that the future of this industry is 
bright, and I'l! continue working to support it on all fronts. 


I’m proud of all we’ve accomplished together this year, but even as I reflect on all that we’ve achieved, it is 
challenging to not think of the work left undone. It sometimes can be discouraging to watch these important 
priorities hang in limbo, but fortunately for me, encouragement is never far. After all, I get to live in Maine - 
which means I get to count Maine people as my neighbors and friends. I’m always struck by the kindness that 
our citizens show not only to me, but also to each other. This focus on collaboration and compassion is an 
inspiration, and it powers my efforts bring a little bit of Maine common sense to Washington. Thank you for 
all you do to for our state — Mary and I are deeply grateful, and we hope that 2020 will be a good year for you, 
your family, your community, and the State of Maine.
